Howat faction reports seemingly well 
authenticated indicate’ that there Is a gene- 
ral tendeney to reorganize with the new 
organization.

modeled, and the old jdeas of organization 
prevalent among the miners is not realis- 
tie enough to face the changed conditions. 
In Pennsylvania the politjeal idea still 
sways the minds of thousands. In other 
districts, there is a tendency to restore thé 
old supremacy of an organized official 
machine in control instead of developing 
unitary power of the rank and file at the 
point of production. The check-off system 
is the most readily practical method of fi- 
nancing, but jt is fraught with danger of 
centralization and may later result in build- 


ting op as dominant = tyranny as the Lewis 


machine proved te be. The coal industry 
needs industrial unioniam on the basis of 
rank and file control. When financing 
depends upon the action of the boss at 
the payroll instead of the voluntary action 
of the miners, there if a tendency to 
krowth of that spirit of collaboration with 
the employers by the officials in power,

The hoosiers were clustered about in four 
or five little groups, erying and lament- 
ing over their unemployed condition, The 
wieks dont want clean quarters; they 
etave the same conditions in the jungles 
a» on the job.
